According to the record, Jodi then made the remark ; »That 
is out of the question. They can do what they like ig battle:

nothing in that. The oalv restriction concerns repressive 
measures after fighting in those regions in which bands have 
operated .„...". 
Answer: Tt is true the Führer, on priaciple, had doubts about 

these restrictions. Jodl's statement is substantially true. 
T cannot remember the exact wording. 


Ts it true or not that, on this remark being made, those 
present (i.e. the Führer, Keitel, Kranke and vou vourself) 
laughed, including the Führer, and that the Führer relin- 
quished his point ofview ? 


Answer: Tt is probable that we did all laugh at Jodl's remark. 
Whether the Führer actually altered his opinioa after that,

T am not certain. But it appears to me possible. 


howvere the expressions "hang, hang upside down

quarter’ comprehended ? 


Answer: The expressions "hang, hang upside down, quarter” could, 
in this sense, only be comprehended as an ironical remark 
and understood to mean that according to regulations no 
further restrictions should be imposed on soldiers ign 
actual battle. 


Can vou tell us anvthing about Jodl's basic attitude towards 
the obligation of the Armed Forces to adhere fn war-time to 


the regulations of Taternational Law ? 3 


Answer: T do not know Jodl's basic conception. T am only aware 
from my own and Jodl's immediate superior officer Kettel 
that he alwavs endeavoured to adhere to the principles of 
Tnternational Law.

Answer: None.

Personally appeared before me, the undersigned authority for 
administering oaths in cases of this character, Lt.Col. Heinz 
Waizenesger ISN 316-6320327, who, having been warned of his rights and 
having been duly sworn according to law, deposes and says as follows: 


l. I was from November 1942 until 28 February 1945 adjutant 
to Col.General Jodl. 


2. The operational contact of the OXW theatres alone took up 
so much time of my superior that he was unable to attend to administra 
tive matters or any other matters outside his operational contact. Only 
little time could he spare for informing the press and for the High 
Command communique. The conferences with the Führer lasted mostly 6 to 
8 hours a day. Adding to this came the conferences with the general 
staff corps officers of the "Wehrmachtsführungsstab". In spite of 
ColeGen.Jodl's working until 4 o'clock in the morning he could hardly 
do all the work the conducting of his operational task impounded upon 
him. 


3. To relieve ColeGen.Jodl I handted many memorandums and 
orders thet had nothing to do with the operational conäduct or that were 
not so important, directly down to the officer concerned in the 
"Wehrnachtsfihrungsstab". 


4. For the same reason I suggested to leave the conference with 
the Führer up to eneral Warlimont. This was carried out. ColeGen.Jodl 
could work more intensely on his operational conduct. 


5. This complete division was practicly in force. Administrativ 
work was hardly done by ColeGen.Jodl. Only from time to time Jodl was 
roughly informed of the situation by the Quartermaster of the"WFST". 
Keitel cooperated mostly directly with the Quartermaster and called him 
very often to a conference. Whenever a General Staff Corps Officer came 
back from a journey from the OKW theatres of war and submitted his 
report Jodl was only interested in the questions concerning the 
operational conduct. Everything else was handled by Keitel. 


6. At most of the conferences with the Führer I was present. 


7. During the conferences where I was present annihilation of 
the Jews or atrocities in the concentration camps were never mentioned, 
I do not believed that this was mentioned when I was not present. The 
"Reichsführer SS" and "Gruppenführer Fegelein" had very often alone 
conferences with the Tührer, I believe that in these conferences those 
questions were discussed. I think it is impossible that Jodl knew about 
these atrocities for this was top secret in the Headquarter. In the 
2+/2 years of my working with Jodl I knew him as a good soldier with a 
great sense of justice. I am convinced that Jodl would highly have 
disapproved the atrocities in the concentration camps and the atrocities 
against the Jews had he known about them. 
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Further the deponent sayeth not.
